‘HOW OUR SHIPPING FACILITIES 


ARE BEING INCREASED 


By EDWARD N. HURLEY. 
Chairman of United States Shipping 
Board. 


| ITH the battle front 300 miles 
away, tonnage is the vital | 
factor of America’s partici- 


Pation in the war. To supply this 
tonnage the Shipping Board, during 
the first year of the war, has: 

1. Taken over and repaired Ger- 
man and Austrian vessels interned in 
American waters. 

2. Requisitioned American 
riers of 2500 tons or over. 

6. Embarked upon a great. ship- 
building program of steel and wood 
vessels. 

An aggregate tonnage of 600,000 
was added to the American merchant 
marine by the seizure of interned 
vessels. The first step in the con- 
struction program was the organiza- 
tion of a $50,000,000 corporation, 
known as the United States Shipping 
Board Emergency Fleet Corporation. 
Vessels already under construction or 
contract were requisitioned and con- 
tracts were placed for additional! ton- 
nage, until at the present time the 
board’s program calls for the con- 
struction of 1,000,000 tons of wood 
and steel! vessels. 

For the calendar of 1916 the to cal 
production of merchant shipping in 
the United States amounted to 
than 600,000 tons; our program for 
1918 is for 6.000.000 tons, and we 
have contracts for 8,500,000 tons. 
The Emergency Fleet Corporation is 
today supervising the. construction 
of approximately 1500 vessels in i+8 
different shipyards throughout the 
coutnry. Of these, 77 have been cs- 
tablished since last April. They are 
65 per cent completed.

Text of the Letter. 

The letter follows: 

“My dear Nicky: 

“Many thanks for your sweet let- 
ter which was handed to me by Ta- 
tistcheff and the second one, which 
Viadimir gave me today. I fully 
sympathize with you during these 
terrible times. The best way to for- 
get the cares and troubles connectel 
with the state of affairs in the coun- 
try is the method you have adopted, 
viz., to occupy yourself with your 
splendid guard, to make maneuvers 
with it and to talk with it. This gives 
you satisfaction and also gives pleas- 
ure to the troops, who, without 
doubt, when troublous times come, 
will repay you for the care you now 
give to them and will prove their 
gratitude by being a faithful, trust- 
worthy and unconquerable weapon in 
the hands of their monarch. 

“I am very glad that you, who 
served in the Hugzars, are pleased 
with them. I must say that the 
same applies to myself. I also fevul 
a weakness toward my Guard of Huz- 
zars, whom I at one time command- 
ed. I reviewed them yesterday be- 
fore the\ maneuvers of the Guard 
Cavalry ion. The maneuvers 
went off very well, but, like all this 
year’s reviews, finished in a heavy 
fall of rain. 

Views on Anarchists. 

“T quite agree with you regarding 
the question of anarchists. Their 
attempt was a cowardly and criminal 
act.

That there is an increasing deficit requires no 
other proof than a comparison of the average 
cost of war with the amounts of war loans already 
raised. The average initial cost of the war to 
Germany in 1914 was approximately 1,500,900,000 
{marks monthly; in 1915 the then Imperial Min- 
ister of Finance,- Dr. Helfferieh, estimated the 
average cost at 2,000,000.000 marks per month, and 
this figure was at that time regarded as the nor- 
mal cost which would hold good for the always 
expected short balance of the war; in 1916, re- 
flecting the unprecedented record-breaking mag- 
nitude and intensity which fighting bad assumed 
on all fronts, reflecting also the prodigality of 
the Hindenburg program, the average cost rose 
close to 2,500,000,000 marks; in 1917 the full re- 
alization of the Hindenburg program for 
doubling the output of war material sent the av- 
erage cost of war soaring toward 3,000,000,000 
marks per month, where it should mark time 
throughout 1918, or at most, advance moderately.

Robbing the Farm by 
Selling No Products. 


When grain is sold from the farm 
this means that the soil is depleted. 
Often, if this depletion be taken into 
account there is no profit at all in 
farming, even whgn there seems to 
be a profit. While selling grain im- 
poverishes the farm, the selling of 
animals or animal products impov- 
erishes it to a very slight extent only. 
This is true in the case of cattle. 
To sell cattle or milk does not make 
the farm appreciably poorer, in fact 
it enriches it ultimately, while to sell 
the feed which the cattle would con-

direct profit, if properly cared for. 
At this time, moreover, we cannot 
better serve our country nor our al- 
lies than by producing poultry and 
eggs for food.

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SIXTEEN SHELLS A MINUTE 


HE Schneider-Creusot works, the ammunition 
works where the greatest number of the 
famous French 75 mm. guns are made, covers 
a total area of 15,000 acres, 150 of which are 

used for buildings. To connect the different parts 
of the big plant 180 miles of railroad track are needed 
and 65 locomotives and 5700 cars. A total of 116,000 
horsepower is employed in operating the .works, of 
which 4600 horsepower is electric. This plant has 
80,000 employes and 4200 machine tools in operation. . 
One of these is 160 feet long. Outside the Schneider- 
Creusot works, France has, of course, a great number 
of other important armament plants. Several of these 
are entirely new. The 75mm. gun will shoot as many 
as 16 shells a minute and there are guns which have 
tired 2000 shells a day. This means that 4000 to 5009 
men will have to be continually on the job to make 
the shells needed for eight guns only. Of course, it 
happens very rarely that one gun is called upon for 
such an achievement; but it is generally said that the 
French fired during the.battle of the Marne at least 
150,000 shells, weighing approximately 1350 tons. A 
factory equipment costing approximately $90,000 is 
required to turn out 100,000 rifle cartridges a day, 
enough for a regiment of men for a day's battle. Many 
of these shells are turned out im cases which already 
have seen service on the front. For many months, 
France has carefully gathered up her “75” shell cases 
on the battlefields and sent them back to the factories 
to be used again.

HEN the invading Germans were 
turned back at the Marne and 
again at Verdun, a large part 
of France said that the real

And today this same Charles 

Humbert must stand before a courtmartial to 

answer with his life the charge of treason. 


Here surely is a political paradox of classical pro- 
portions. The casual, thoughtless American will look 
upon it as a common piece.of Gallic quixotism, of po- 
litical subtlety too French ‘and too mercurial to have 
happened in America. As a matter of fact, however, 
the forees which were and are at work on the destiny 
of Charles Humbert are universal. The thing might 
have happened anywhere. To some, the story of this 
man is utterly American. For all the intrigue and 
chieanery, the background of the whole thing is strik- 
ingly paralleled by the ordinary conditions of our 
national life. There probably is at the moment no 
Charles Humbert among us, and yet his whole story 
is full of American analogies. 


Those who follow the daily newspapers know that 
Humbert was the associate of that fragrant adven- 
turer, M. Bolo Pasha, whose lethal volley must shortly 
gend a shudder through the frames of German mach- 
fnators in all countries. The basis of the charges 
against Humbert is the theory that he allowed him- 
self and his newspaper, Le Journal, to be corrupted 
with German bribes, notably those passed him by 
Bolo. The proof of the charge will be at the trying. 
Meantime, while we wait for the verdict of the jury, 
the story of Humbert’s rise and possibie fall will re- 
veal human interest enough for any reader.

At this early beginning of his political career Hum- 
bert is sald to have started a practice which will seem 
on its surface to be exclusively French, but which has 


But Humbert kept dossiers. Probably he began it 
with no definite plan in view. It came up through 
his service to the Ministry of War. Gen. Andre insti- 
tuted the famous inquiry into the political and re- 
ligious leanings of army officers, and with this Hum- 
bert was officially connected as an assistant to the di- 
rector, Gen. Francois. 

Americans will require a little explanation of this 
affair. Especially since the fall of the Second Empire 
the sons of titled families of France had withdrawn 
from all service to the Government. It was their form 
of protest against the republic and show of loyalty to 
the old foyalist party. In more recent times the act 
of church and state separation and the final expulsion 
of the religious orders cemented the feeling of the 
royalists and the church party even more firmly than 
of old. Thus French Republicans were and are still 
faced with the antagonism of the royalists and 
clericals. 

This fight affected the army in a curious manner. 
Young noblemen disdaining to serve the state under 
Republicans, and being constantly berated as mere 
idjers, doing nothing for France, determined that 
there were two services in which a royalist or Bona- 
partist might serve France and yet do nothing for the 
republic—the army and the diplomatic corps. Thus, 
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sinee posts in the foreign service are few, the army 
came soon to contain a huge number of young aristo- 
crats as officers.

He looked back at the painful 
poverty of his childhood, and that spectacle 
spurred him on to his great exertions. Nothing 
was beyond his hopes, and he was a thorough be- 


liever in the fitness of means where the end was laud- 
able. 


He was, too, a shrewd and exact observer of the 


popular mind. When he saw, in 1902, that Andre’s in- 
quiries into the opinions of army officers were be- 
coming highly unpopular, he seized the moment to pre- 
sent a sensational resignation and quit the falling 
ministry at the right moment. 


It was the same or the following year that Humbert 


met and began to cultivate Philippe «Bunau-Varilla, 


owner of Le Matin. As a resuk of this intimacy Hum- 
bert was suddenly given charge of that newspaper as 
secretary-general. Humbert was not a newspaper man 
and possessed no experience in this field, but he was 
too shrewd and original to make a failure of the thing. 
He began immediately to run a series of campafgns in 
the Matin along thoroughly American limes. He or- 
ganized leagues for this purpose and that, began at- 
tacks on one public sore after another, and generally 
raised Cain and attracted attention to himself.

This he did in 1906, being handily 
Two years later he 
entered the Senate, the youngest Senator of the period.

He 
was the French Augustus P. Gardner and Richmond 
Hobson rolled into one. In 1907 he called the French 
army a “sham in ruins’ and spoke scathingly of the 
cardboard forts, in his pamphlet, in which the War 
Ministry was attacked for negligence. In 1908, when 
he entered the Senate, he joined the militarist body in 
the upper house and was soon made Vice President of 
the Army Committee. 

The following year Humbert left the Matin and, 
soon afterward, when that paper suggested that he 
had been connected with the Henri Rochette scandal, 
he sued the Matin for libel] and got a $10,000 verdict.

HE average person’s idea .of a concrete 
ship probably is that “if it hits any- 
thing—good-night!” Same result if 
something worth while should hit it. 

The impression arises from the fact 
that concrete looks and is brittle. Con- 
crete ships, however, are no more con- 

crete alone than a concrete building. Both are rein- 
forced, somewhat similarly, with steel. In ships of 
the type which the American Government is having 
built the steel consists of a continuous basketwork of 
welded mesh, and hundreds of welded heavy bars. 
Around these is poured the concrete part of the ship's 
walls. 


Nearly everyone is familiar with what is known as 
wire glass, for windows, which incloses a mesh of wire 
within the pane. The principle of steel reinforcement 
of concrete is the same. Tests of both have shown 
that the reinforcement localizes damage from heavy 
blows. There may be something of a crumbling at the 
point of impact, and even a crack may appear, but no 
general shattering occurs. 


Small concrete craft, chiefly barges for canal and 
river work, began to be made as long ago as the middle 
ef the last century, and have come into extensive 
use, but until recently the opinion has prevailed, even 
among well-informed persons, including engineers, that 
an ocean-going concrete ship would require walis so 
thick and a hull so heavy that little room 
would be left for cargo. Apparently this 
theory was dispelled last November when a yt 
Norwegian ship, the Namsenfjord, the first ff th 
self-propelled, sea-going concrete vessel ever | 
constructed, made a successful round trip 
from Christiania to the British Isles, over a 
route, chosen for safety, which carried her 
2000 miles. The Namsenfjord’s comparatively 
light walls withstood well all the tests put 
upon them. 


At about the time this 500-ton Norwegian 
vessel was being completed the United States 
embarked on a much larger concrete ship ex- 
periment than had before been attempted. It 
let the contract to the San Francisco Ship- 
building Co. for a 7900-ton concrete vessel. 
This is the one launched recently at Redland 
City, near San Francisco, and christened the 
“Paith.”\ The ship has still to undergo her 
trials and to prove herself, but the Shipping 
Board has acquired sufficient confidence in 
concrete ships to order them in considerable 
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(1916 by a company headed by Nik K. Fou@ner.

What might be called the leviathan of concrete ships 
is 320 feet long, about 46 feet broad, 30 feet deep and 
draws 24 feet of water, but her walls are: only four 
inches thick.

She will 
carry probably a little less than 5000 tons of heavy 
cargo. 

‘As the American experts sneered at the idea of 
wooden ships when they were first proposed—al- 
though so great a line as the Cunard continued to build 
them—so many of them sneered at concrete ships. They 
have revised their opinions with regard to both and 
are glad to get all they can of either. The building 
of concrete ships has gained great fmpetus not only 
iz: America, but in other countries. It is being pushed 
in Norway. The other Scandinavian countries and 
also Spain are working on it. A report came from 
Germany recently that a new kind of concrete, weigh~ 
ing about half as much as ordinary'concrete, had ’beern 
discovered tfere and was to-be used in~-ship construc: 
tion.

The Faith is probably the first concrete ship 
to be built and launched right side up. The

other countries have been constructed bottom 
up, because the concrete could be poured over 
the steel frame more conveniently that way. 
Shallow of draft, they easily righted them- 
selves in the water. Because of the shape 
and large draft of the 7900-ton Faith it was 
thought that it would be safer to construct 
her in the upright position in which she wil] 
sail the seas. 
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paredness. On every ‘posaihde eucuadiel io 
bigger armament, heavier artillery, larger army —tor 
anything that would tend to make France more secure. 
He constantly shouted the warning that Germany 
would attack, and little by little he gained the public 
attention. In 1911 he was commonly referred to as the 
chief of the French~militarists, and in 1914, before 
the war broke out, Charles Humbert was making a 
sensation in France by his demand for more and 
better heavy artillery. 

Thus, when war came suddenly in August of 
that year, Humbert was a hero. His slogan “Cannon 
and Munitions!" was taken up_ everywhere, and 

t, Frenchmen not too well informed came everywhere to 
believe that Humbert s long fight for preparedness had 
been the saving fact in French political history. 

For all this there was more than a little foundation. 

ie France had largely increased her supply of artillery 

just before the war. She had, moreover, in response 
t» the militarist demands, got ready to manufacture 
many heavy guns of modern types, and thus found 
herself ready, when the blow fell, to make the big 
cannon quickly and in numbers. More than that, the 
miltarists in France had succeeded, a few years before 
the outbreak, in increasing the term of compulsory 
service from two to three years; so that three classes 
were under arms at the same time. Thus the stand- 
ing army of France had been increased by almost 50 
per cent. Inasmuch as the sudden German blow found 
just enough Frenchmen under arms to turn back the 
tide at the very gates of Paris, this fact is of the most 
significant character. it is idle to say that Humbert 
took an unimportant part in getting this change made. 

In 1915 again, just as France was entering on the 
second year of the war, it was Humbert who first saw 
a great peril. Owing to bursting cannon, worn out 
by a year’s use, to capture by the enemy and to ordi- 
nary. discarding, the artillery strength of France was 
visibly declining, while the Germans were manu- 
facturing cannon faster than ever and capturing 
thousands of guns from the retreating Russians. Hum- 
bert and his militarist friends and followers saw the 
peril and forced the Government to provide for enor- 
mous increases in the output of artillery. It is said 
by his friends that this action on his part again was 
the great deed that made the defense of Verdun pos- 
sible. ; 

Naturally, Humbert became enormously popular. No 
man in France seems to have had more hold upon the 
imagination of the common people, and yet—strange 
and significant is the fact—Humbert was never asked 
to a place in any of the successive ministries. 

It is said that those close to him always mistrusted 
his inordinate selfishness and ambition. Great an aid 
as he might have been to a ministry, no Premier cared 
to appoint him to a place, especially to that for which 
he was peculiarly fitted—the portfolio of war. The 
French felt here an old fear of theirs, the same which 
led them to appoint the humble and quiet Joffre to the 
supreme command, instead of the brilliant Foch~ 
Joffre was a thorough plebeian and republican. Foch 
might develop royalist support and prove a Man-on- 
Horseback. The same sort of apprehension defeated 
Grant when he would have thrice run for the presi- 
dency. 

This distrust of the ambitious arriviste, Humbert, 
was undoubtedly what kept him from high place in 
the Government. But it was not the sole force aligned 
against him. The Figaro of very recent date refers 
to “the many hatreds he had sown about him in the 
invisible struggle of his life.” 

‘“Aha!”’ you will say; ‘the dossiers!” Precisely. 
That cruel weapon, a man’s faults and foibles; by 
knowledge of which one may compel him to our serv- 
ice, is an instrument that leaves an unhealing wound. 
Sooner or later he that uses this coercive force perishes 
by it. Humbert had raised himself to power by his 
knowledge of the weak spots in the lives of others. 
Their resentment at his tactics now kept him from 
the ministry and from security. 

It was in 1915 that Humbert undoubtedly earned 
elevation to the Government. It was in the same year 

: that he began to machinate his undoing. 

‘ In July, 1915, it became knéwn that Le Journal was 
about to be sold by Henri Letellier. Humbert says 
himself that he saw his great opportunity here. The 
Journal was perhaps the most popular paper in 
France, with a circulation of something like one and 
one-half millions. It had made its owners rich, and it 
offered a man with great projects like Humbert’s a 
most striking chance to realize everything. 

Now, Humbert had undoubtedly made some money 
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first wife and married a woman of wealth in 1914. 
Nevertheless, it is plain he cannot have had the means 
to Swing so great a deal as the purchase of Le Journal 
from M. Letellier. Humbert himself confese-s this, 
and it is part of his defense. 

While he was looking around for the money to 
swing his deal, along came Bolo Pasha. - Bolo had 
money. He explained plausibly enough where he had 
got it. He offered to advance a million francs te Hum 
bert, to be used in the purchase of Le Journal. In 
return Bolo was to have some voice in the conduct 
of the paper. 

Humbert says he needed the money and could net 
be too particular. He took Bolo up, and Bolo had the 
million francs transferred to Humbert through Morgan 
& Co. This sum, about $170,000 at the then current 
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 Leteliler. 


paid him by Bolo, and the rest of the money from 


pee tibtwded. With this sum nee’ fate 

according to Humbert, he bought 1100 of 2000 
comprising the stock of Le Journal, from MM. De- — 
stuches and Lenoir, who had bought the property from 


it bas been shown that Bolo got his money from 
the Germans, and since he is about to be executed as 
a traitor on that count, there can be no reasonable 
doubt of his interest in the whole transaction. The 
question is whether Humbert knew the source of 
Bolo's money and was consciously serving the ends 
of the Germans. There is much to indicate that he did 
not, in spite of the presumptive case against him. 
Curiously enough, Humbert makes the claim that by 
purchasing control of the Journal with Bolo’s German 
money, he actually performed a patriotic service. He 
says that the money with which Lenoir got the Jour- 
nal from Letellier did not come from Mme. Lenoir’s fa- 
ther, as was claimed. Friends of Humbert say they can 
show that the money was got from a German agent in 
Switzerland by Lenoir. A fanciful story is told which 
says the money was paid in smal] French bills, many 
of them tattered and bloodstained, showing all too 
clearly that they had been looted in the ravished por- 
tions of France. 
. To go into the ramifications of the connection be- 
tween Bolo and Humbert at this time is a task bor- 
dering on the impossible. But certain details are in- 
teresting and illuminating. One point that has been 
made much of is the fact that Bolo submitted to 
Humbert for the Journal an article blatantly praisin 
William R. Hearst and calling him the friend 
France. Humbert declined to publish the praise of 
Hearst and questioned his friendship for the French. 
Later, it is said, an airangement for exchange of news 
between Hearst's newspapers and Le Journal was 
broached, but was never made. 
Eventually, when Humbert found out the source of 
Bolo’s money, he got the million frances from friends 
and returned them to Bolo. 
Humbert has all along claimed that his acceptance 
of Bolo’s money and his connection with that indi- 
vidual were only possible because of ignorance of 
Bolo’s true significance. Humbert says that his mo- 
tives were always the most patriotic, and that if he 
has been compromised it has been through a set of 
machinations that must have deceived the most astute 
and patriotic. |

Last December, when the fire got hot, Humbert 
himself moved the waiving of his parliamentary im- 
munity, and it was voted by the Chamber. This was 
done so that Bolo might sue him for libel. 
At Bolo’s trial Humbert appeared as a witness, big, 
heavy and genial, with that somewhaf forced good 
nature which enemies and friends alike have looked 
upon as a disguise for unrestrained sordid ambition. 
Here are used the terms of the French newspapers: 
Humbert, the humble Lorraine dishwasher, having 
risen to a place where he was within measurable dis- 
tance of controlling the destinies of France, had to 
submit to being grilled much like a felon. His good 
nature broke before the attack and he demanded to 
be arrested and tried.

Sergt. Harold Baldwin tells 


HE first charge in the dark across No Man's Land is 
the soldier’s big, agonizing thrill in this war. He 
may have encountered dangerous situations before 
and he may go “over the top” again and again 
afterwards, but never again will he have the same 
sensations — the preliminary great fear and suc- 
ceeding strange calmness, a lifetime of emotions in 


actually a few minutes of waiting, a 
wild rush of impression, each indel- 
ibly engraved in the memory. Har- 
old Baldwin was many months in 
the trenches with a Canadian reszi- 
ment and went through the worst of 
the punishment at Ypres before he 
took part in an open attack in force 
upon the enemy. What he felt and 
how it came to be his last fight 
he describes graphically in a chap- 
ter of his book, “Holding the Line,” 
which has just been issued and is 
the story of his service at the front, 
He writes: 

“Midnight; we. were sleeping in 
an orchard about a mile back of the 
lines; I was awakened by a Ser- 
geant and told to ‘fallin.’ We did 
so and the Captain told us what 
to do. 


“*Boys,’ he said, ‘you are going 
to try and take redoubt B. The ar- 
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One was the words of a doggerel 
song we sang on the march: 

“*Wash me in the water that 

you wash the dixies in 

And I shall be whiter than the 
whitewash on the wall.’ 

“The other was a dull wonder 
why I was not killed. After an 
eternity of plunging forward. we, a 
pitiful few, reached our objective, 
the Huns hurriedly leaving; that 
is, those of them wh _ § had not 
joined their comrades in death. 
Still, our work was not yet done. 
The ground had been won, but to 
hold it was another thing, and with 
all of our officers gone and 60 per 
cent of the men, we must work to 
consolidate. 

“Just as I seized a hand bag full 
of earth to place in front of me, I 
felt a stinging smack on my ankle, 


tillery—what we have of ‘it—will

on their second line. While they are doing this you 
will go over. There's a lot of us ‘who are not going 
to come back, but the job must be done and I know 
you will do it.’ 

“While he was talking thoughts of mother, father 
and home surged more vividly through my mind thea 
at any other time.

‘We trudged silently, every man busy with his own 
thoughts.

Over its ghastly 
piles of dead we filed on for many yards without touch- 
ing solid ground, so thickly lay the dead. 


‘At this time we were sighted by the Huns and 
they treated us to fusillade of machine gun and rifle 
fire. We were now almost to shelter and the men 
made their way to the safety of a well-constructed 
trench. 

“A short rest, then on again, this time up a shal- 
low communication trench, then out behind a low- 
lying parapet. Three or four huge Bavarians lay with 
faces to the stars; they had been hurriedly laid to 
one side by our leading files. 

“The fitful light of the stars intensified the mute 
horror of the fallen jaw and the unspeakable terror 
of the dead faces. Still, such sights now failed to 
move us, and with but a perfunctory gMnce we 
passed on. 

‘We waited in silence for the word. What an hour 
of mental agony! The steady hammer, hammer of the 
light guns, the monotonous bass mutterings of the 
heavies, the shrill, hysterical crackle of the’ machine 
gun and rifle and the shrieking and cracking of burst- 
ing shells seemed to sing hell’s requiem to us poor 
mortals waiting. My God, that waiting! At such a 
time a man’s thoughts sink into utter oblivion and the 
soul shows bare. 

“ ‘Over and at them, and the next thing I remem- 
ber I was plunging forward through the mud of No 
Man’s Land. On each side of me men were falling, 
cursing, praying and gasping. But, unscathed, I 
went on, two things mingling queerly in my head.

By nature an optimist, he took: life in the trenches 
cheerfully and his bodk is liberally interspersed with 
quaintly humorous stories and comments upon his ex- 
periences.

Someone has called it a war of mud. Baldwin offers 
this small contribution to mud-at-the-front literature, 
crediting it to the regimental poct laureate:

Even the 
chaplains have been known to swear quite violently 
at times.”
